"The music-hall business is now a 
treat industry, mainly composed of syndicates 
contralling chains of palaces of variety with a 
total eapital of soveral millions sterling one 
syndicate slone having « capital of million, 
wested in about fifty halls. ‘The rise in social 
status is xyrabolized before our eyes inthe 
Leicester Square. Insteul of 
‘the old Chairman's rap on the table, number 
cards annoaneing the next tum are placed on 
ornamental easels at the sides of the prosceniuin 
by two powder- leaded. flunkeys in velvet 
Ibreeches, gokd-braided at the knee. 


From Parthenon to Coliseum. 

Hire is a sill more striking illustration of the 
way in which mosic-halls, like men, may rise 
‘on stepping-stones of their deail selves to hi 
things. One of the halle T frequented when a 
boy was the tiny Parthenon at Liverpool. It 
wat a bandbox of place, holding only 0 
people, but sometimes a thousand people more 
than if would hold were trying ta get in, becaus 
the bill was topped by Vesta Tilley, oF Marie 
Loftus, or Jenny Hill, or the Great Macdermotr, 
or GH. Chirgwio, or Eugene Stratton, ot 
K. G, Knowles Ie was the first musio-hall 
managed by Sir Oswald Stoll, then a lad in his 
teens 

‘Out of the suocess of the little Parthenon the 
London Coliseum has been evolved. The 
Coliseutn, controlled by Sir Oxwald, is one of the 
sights of London. The accommodation for 
several thousand peopl at « time is Inxurions, 
‘and the vast audicoritm is imposingly beautiful. 
‘The great stage, built in the form of three circular 
dinos, revolves at the touch of a button, instantly 
mplacing a front scene with a scene fully set 
fab the back whilé the feont-acene performan 
is going on,

‘The son of small dealer in grocorios and 
tobaccoin the tiny Italian village of Le Raneole, 
Verdi was horn in October, 1813, ircltcumtances 

nything but auspicious for one who wan to uve 
1 indelible inmpression upou the course of mbasical 
history. But genius like that of Verdi's could 
not Jong remain in obscurity, and after be hacd 
demonstrafed to the villagers of Le Roncole 
his phenomenal gifts, which he made manifest, 
§n due course, in his rdle of organist at the village 
church—a réle which ho filled at the age of ten 
we find him studying in Milan, He had been 
ent there by a society whose aim was to en 
‘courage and foster promising youth ; yet their 
happy recognition of his budding genius was in 
direct contrast to tho attitude of the Milan 
Conservatoire of Music, the diteetors of which 
refased him admittance on the ground that he 
didnot show sufficient promis—a startling 
verdict apon the ability of the youth who was 
to become, on account of his inasical inspirn. 
tion, the idol of every Italian heart. 

Ta 1836, when ho was twenty-three, Vs 
‘married, ‘Three years later, his frst 0

was commissioned by Mereli, the opera 
director, to write the anusio to @ comic libretto, 
Thia period was destined to be the unhappiest 
in Verdi's life, for while he was at work on the 
opera, fir his two children and then his wif 
died—all within a few weeks of each other 
In hie anguish Verdi wrote: "I was alo 
alone! My family had been destroyed, and in 
the-very midst of this terrible anguish T had to 
fall my engagement and write a comie opera 

The tragio irony of the situation was such that 
it would have been simall wonder if Verdi had 
thrown up. the task without eompanction ; 
but ho persinted, and the work, Un Gliarna di 
Regio, wt last saw tho light. Tt could hardly 
have been @ surprise to many when the opera 
‘was found toe a faire. 

A Flood of Work, 

After this temporary set-back, Verdi forsook 
‘composition for a time, but in 1843 we find a now 
pera of his, Nabweeo, produced, to be followed 
in the succeeding years by a flood of his work. 
Then at Venioe, i 1851, waa produced the first 
‘of the operaa which have won for Verdi familiarity 
‘amoug the general pablio—Zigoleto, The opera 
in question scored a great success, and a similar 
reception was ancorded 11 Trocalore | 
two years later, ithe same year, Lat Prwciata 
was fint performed, Verdi was now forty years 
Faye, yet it evened as if hie genius wna stil 
fn the frst lash of ac Tn 1871 eam 
Iida, thast which there are fow mote inspiring 
‘operas, and it was appropriate, its seme bei 
laid in Baypt, that it should see. the light in 
Cairo, The work, by the way, had been written 
for the Khedive.” In. 1874 he wrote his only 
important non-opeeatin work—a Requiom Mass. 

Now nearly sixty years of age and with x record 
of twenty-nine operas to hi credit, Verdi might 
well have rested upon his well-earned. Inurels, 
He was already national hero; apart from 
his ‘popularity as a composer, his intense 
patriotism as expressed in his works had wou for 
him an abiding phase in the affections of his 
fellow-countrymen and women, For a time the 
seat man's pen was stilled, yet ten years later ho 
was to, murpriae everyoue with Otello, an opera 
which revealed vigour and fire uch as one would 
never have believed this remarkable musician 
‘capable, And even hére he had not finished, 
for when he was eighty there came from his 
pen the war deeful Fatala. 


‘A Comparison with Hardy. 
Tn cousidéring the qualities of Verdi as n man, 
‘one might be drawn toa comparison withThomas 
Hardy, and the analogy, exoept that Mr. Hardy’ 
field 16 literature, is @ striking ons. But the 
imilarity extends deeper than mental alertness 
fat advanced age, for, like Mr. Hany, Verdi 
‘was modest aid quiet, one who took hia Rucoosses 
‘ol as his ight, bat as the generoas beneficenns 
of Providence. " He was, however, not without 
temper, and, ithe occasion justified it, hi rebuke 
‘was ready enough; but if he erred an the aide 
Of unjastness, his amiendo was readily forth. 
Shakespeare captivated Verdi's fancy and he 
hail a deep reveronce for him, whorn to termed 
the father of all”. Even after he hal fished 
Falstaff, itis said, Verdi was contemplating an 
opera on the story of King Lear, and no doubt, 
Ht the tremendous dificultics of the libretto 
‘could have been overoonie, he would, old though 
Ihe was, have esnayed the tar 
Verdi was married a second time, taking as his 
wife an opera singer, who took a leading part 
in his operas, Verdi died on January 21st 
1901, and be was buried x quietly as possible 
according to his wishes, without either flowers

A Talk from Manchester, by Hugh B. C. Pollard.

in bridging inter-planetary space. 


Expseting 10 Fail

Man's conquest of the air was io accidental 
discovery, bit the out research, ust 
#0, we stand to-day on the threshold of the 
foventual couguest of interplanetary xpace—the 
unkown ether, 

Now, consider the problem. The moon is 
two hundied and forty thousand miles away 
from the earth and it is a very small target. 
Tt Jooks hig. but go out and hold at arm's length 
‘a pea between your finger tipe. You will find 
that pea is largo enough to hide the moon. 
Yet the moon is over two thousand miles in 
diameter. 

What gun have we that can fire more than a 
ten-thousandth of this vast distance No gun 
will doit, . But itis possible that a giant rocket 
may be successful 


In the Upper Atmosphere. 

‘The difference between a sbell fired from a 
gun and a rocket is a very big one. The shell 
eaves the gun with a certain initial veloi 
duc to the driving charge in the gus. As it goes 
throagh the air, the velocity lemens and even 
tually the projectile comes to rest at the extreme 
limit ofits range. A rocket, on the other hand, 
‘contains in itself a driving power consisting of a 
charge of slow-burning powder which drives it 
through the air at an increasing velocity until 
the charge is exhausted. 

‘Goddard means to combine the advantages of 
shell and rocket in his apparatus: magi 
enormously powerful gun similar to. the long 
aoge Big Berthas which bombarded Paris 
‘This will fiw a shell containing « rocket, When 
the shell has reached the limit of its) vertical 
range, it will be in the area of the upper atmos. 
phere, where the air is so thin as to havo almost 
ho resistance to a passing projectile 


‘At Terrific Speed. 

At this Timit of ite range as « sell, a xpocial 
fuse will come into play and ignite-the rocket 
contained ia it, The rocket will thus be fred 
out of the shell when the latter is as far beyond 
terrestrial atmosphere as it can go, ‘The rocket 
then begins to travel on its own, driven by the 
xases produced by. tho burning’of the powder 
inside it, As it travels, its velocity increases, 
and when its initial velocity given by the carrier 
shell and ita own velocity amount to the 
wquivalent, of an initial velocity of thirty-five 
thousand feet per second—some twelve times 
faster than the swiftest rifle bullet at earth 
level—thes it will pass beyond the sphere of 


the earth's attraction and, no Jonger dragged 
back by gravity, be able to traverse Space

‘The rocket is tobe fired when the moon is ia 
ite dark or croseent atate so that the pro 
‘ill land, not ou the bright part of the moon, but 
‘an the dark section, "The lash given off will be 
bright enough to be seen by observers watching 
the moon's surfuce through telescopes on earth, 

"The experiment of Profesor Goddard is 
Dacked by the authorities of the Smithsonian 
Institute and. is a perlestly serious scientific 
ceaterprise, In addition to his main objest of 
proving the pomibility of hitting the moon with 
‘projectile fred from earth, the experiment is 
fof great importance to artllerists, for it will 
be the Jongest shot ever tried in’ the history 
‘of. projectile weapons. 

Some Problema to be Solved. 

A secondary, but important, feature is hat 
our “own leading meteorologists consider 
Goddard's rocket device a very important means 
of finding out what happens in the unknown 
upper atmosphere surrounding the earth 

‘Small Goddard rockets can reach ones far 
beyond those reachable by balloons, and by 
their means we may’ be able to solve’ problems 
which at present can only bo discussed in term 
of theors. 

Ts our outer atmosphere mostly nitrogen 
Des temperature fall of rise beyond om no 


air layers? Ts Space actually warmer 
ur outer eavelope of thin atmosphere These 
fare somo of tho local problems which may’ be 


solved. 
It Goddard hits the moon, this flash rocket 
ray be followed by others loaded with charges 
which will prove. or disprove such vexed 
questions as whethpr any atmosphere exiata on 
moon's suriace and what is ita probable 
temperature, and we may even bombard its 
surface with terrestrial life forms such aa sceda 
€ spores 


Bombarding the Planats, 
With the growth of our knowledge of the 
ether and spacial ballistics we may’ be able sonme 
day to bombard other members of the universe 
tnd establish contact with planeta of the polar 
system. Tt is @ fantasy today—but it is not 
mpoasible, We know a good deal about the 
movements of our own solar system and if this 
first atep of establishing a contact nrosa Space 
with our own moon is successful interplanetary 
communication ‘will become something more 
than-a fiction.writer's dream, Tt will become a 
distant probability. 
Professor Goddard will probably be present at 
ng of the British Association for the 
‘of Scientific Knowledge which is 
being held shortly at Toronto, in Canada, Our 
British scientists are keculy interested. in. his 
enterprise and he has the whole-hearted support 
of all who admire a man capable of initiating a 
really big idea, and evolving & practicable 
method of achieving it

clement, when they have tapped the barometer 
in the hall. ‘The first thing they have to un- 
learn, if they desire to understand the weather, 
isthat thin is @ great mistake, Nowadays, with 
the aid of wireless, everyone ean take in the 
Iharometer readings we they are broadeast, and 
make his own weather map. But such a map 
will not be of use unless the readings have been 
duly corrected for temperature and latitude, 
‘and reduced to sen-level. 


‘The Use of Millibars. 
‘This is why the atmospheric pressure ie now 
given officially in millibure and not in inches, 
A mullibar is 1,000¢h part of 29.5 meroury inches. 
What we want » barometer for in meteorology 
toll us the pressure of the atmosphere in 
1 way that i¢ will be directly comparable 
with corresponding-readings made at the same 
time in Europe, Asia, Africa, and America, 
‘and perhaps Atstealia, The tse of millibare in 
‘2 broadcast message tucitly implies that all the 
necessary corrections have been miade, and that 
the figures are ready for entry on the weather 
"The proper procedure can be learned, and. 
easily followed ‘hy those interested wher it has 
‘been Jearned ;_ but it has to be carefully learned. 
"Then the observations from a number of stations 
over a large area of north-west Burope, the 
Atlantic, America, and shortly, 
‘whole northern. hemisphere,

The worst of trying to. make out what our 
British weather of, for that matter, anyother

Let us look at our weather for a moment from

‘wers no clouds would, see the rotyghnoss of the 
carth’s surface, with mountain shadows, and #0 
‘on, just as we seo them on the moon itsele 
But over a great part of the earth there would 
be cloud, "The observer in the moon would 
notice clear places over the great deserts ant 
over eertain ocean regions ; he woold aap see 
‘8 constant. Welt of cloud over the equatorial 
region, with another belt above the " roaring 
forties" of the southern hemisphere, that 
‘area of persistent weather alternations 


of latitude 40 deg. 8 
He would also. ae 
‘loads in the north 
em hemisphere, 
particularly over the 
Atlantic and Pactic 
Oceans, on the 
northern side of the 
cloudless belt. Any 
way, it would be 
quite possible for a 
careful observer in

Seeing the clouds as well as the solid earth, 
the Man in the Moon would certainly be able

Vast Streams of Air. 

What the Man in the Moon vould sot. se, 
though it exists for us below to experience it, 
is an nocumulation of cold air at the surface 
in the polar regions, and the gushes of cold 
air in any locality that aveop along the surface 
towards the equator. A good deal of this cold 
air finds its way to the equator by those channels 
known for centuries to navigator as" trade 
winds.” These are to be found off the western 
coaats of great nnd areas in the tropic 
‘They comprise vast streams of air from the 
North-east in our hemisphere, and from the 
south-east in the opposite hemisphere, draining 
the polar regions of their superfinows ni. 

‘This movement ia balanced by a counter flow 
partly-cn the surface and partly in the appee 
fir, “Hence we have to deal with two, and 
posibly three, simultancous movements: frst 
the progression of air forming revolving. caps 
overhead, north of latitude 80 deg. N, and sonth 
of Intitude 30 deg. S., gaining time; secondly, 
the belt at the equator, losing time, and appar 
ently moving in the opposite dircation : and, 
thinly, a gradual drift of air to lower latitudes, 
local and sporaiie north of 30 deg. N. and steady 
‘and porsistent in certain regions from 35 deg. N. 
to the equator, and always flowing from north: 
east or south-east, 


The Meaning of. * Isa 

With the aid of a map of. the world, these 
moveménta can be visualized by the reader for 
himself, and a better understanding. can. thus 
be gained of the many influences that have to 
bo studied before a complete weather forecast 
‘ean bo broadcast each day. 

"Tho whole scheme of air flow, of which our 
Winds ure a part, depends on the distribution 
of pretoure. Those who want to understand 
the air flow set out this distribution on maps, 
But first they make allowance for the fact that 
pressure loses about a thousandth part of its

‘whore barometric readings are taken may be, 
and. frequently are, at varying height. Te 
‘combat this dificulty, therefore, weather experte 
fageee that when they deol with pressure it 
shall bo présaure at the same Teel, and not at 
fany haphazard level at which te barometer 
hhappens to be. Sea-level is, in fact, generally 
Chosen for the purpose 

Having, then, got the figures of readings at 
a number of stations, each is marked on the 
weather map against the name of the station 
concerned, ‘The next step is to make a picture, 
‘or diagram, ont of the collection of figures 
thus obtained. ‘This i dono by drawing lines 
fn the map to link the places at which the 
pressure at the tine of observation is found 
to be the same. These lines of equal pressure 
are called isobars—another term with which 
the wireless listener will be mare oF Jess familiar, 
though it is more than likely that he is um: 
acquainted with its meaning. The wort isobar 


thas been coined to indicate “the sume baro- 
metric pressure.” 
A Guide to the Winds. 


We have seen that as the wiad blows across 
‘he map it keepa the distribution of pressure 
as it were in mind. Tt pays, ia fact, as much 
fttention to the isobars—lines indicating. the 
same baromettic”prossure—aa a seaman docs 
to the barometer : it never forgeta and’ seldom 
fails to obey, except on the surface, where it 
always-tends to draw away from high pressure 
to-low pressure. This stiggests that it is always 
trying to follow. the isobars, but i prevented 
from doing so, and this is probably « fact 
it is the friction wf the ait syainit the earth's 
‘surface that would scem to be the preventive 
agence 

‘On our weather map, therefore, we must nate 
the isobar; next the flow of air along the 
isobar, while tukinig into acconnt the inability 
fof the ait to maintain its speed owing to thin 
friction: and the drift due to the same catse, 
‘The isobars tell us how the air is moving and 
fare a very convenient guide to the -winds— 
mach Leiter guide, indeed, than the winds 
themselves, cause the latter are full of 
transient disturbances, duo to eddies and local 
circamstances which the isobars ignore.

Then when the Winter sets in I shall keep it 
attached to the outdoor aerial and it will become 
a “permanent” set.
